Mr, Westiand Marston's adapiation of the old
elassieal Spaniah comedy which was parformed
last evening at the Walnul, under the titie o
Love's Masguerade, ealls to mind Bnakespoearas's
Mush Ado About Nothing, at lenst no far ns the
leading oharacters are coneerned. And It s not
nuinteresting to note how Lwo nearly contems

rary dramatists have elaborated the same
dea, In Bhakespeare's comedy the plol lurns
pn the intrigue of “Don John," and hiv false
poousation of “Hero;" bt “"Beatrios” and
“HBenedick,” who are merely secondary, 8o far
as the plot 18 concerned, are mada the princlipal
personages In the play, snd Bhakespeare, alter
his uwsusl manner, has subordioated s
plot te his cnsracters. In the Spanish comedy,
however, the plot I8 an éssential, and thera
Are no charsclers, In the Shakespearian sense
of the word. *Donuna Disua’ and “Don Qo sar'’
areconventlonsl types rather than Individaals,
and the Bpanish prineess bears only s0 muob
resemblance to Bhakespeara's witly herolne
that she ralls at marrings hod lives to repent of
it. Bhakespeare's poverty of Inventlion Ie
shown by his employing Lthe sama somewha!
transparent device Lo enlrap both the hero and
berolne, but with the Spanish dramatist the
intrigne s all-lmportant, and the Interest ol
the play ls malntalned by the plots and ooun-
terplols by whiloh the principal porsonages seek
1o clrenmvent sach olher,

“Donna Dians,” 18 not a gay,langhter-lovineg
and sharp tongned woman ke “Beatrlee,' but
she I8 & haughty Spanish beauty, who, having
been decelved by sultors who asplred Lo possess
her wealih and ber principalliy rather than her
gelf, disdalns all menkind, esteems love a chisal
and delosion, and dsterimines o keep her fnle
and fortune In ber own haudd, by living allfe
of single blessedness, ' Don Cwesar,” ardent as
a lover, is advised by “Perin' her confidential
pocrelary, to assume & disdaln eupreme to her
own, and thus gonguer her pride and win her
jove, The shifts and turns by whioh thls resol
is brought abont make the substance of the
play; and the lady’s sirajples between pride
and love, and the gealleman's almost ineffoe-
tualeMoris toalleot an alr of philosophloal in-
difference which he does pol feel, glve riea to
A pumber of exceedingly eflective A'iua.
tions. A soene In the second acl, where
“Diana'" betrays “Don Criar” into a declara-
iion of love only to repudiate him, and then
almosl sinks with rage and mortifioation when
he remembers “Perin's” admonitions, and

eslingly dealares he 18 only scting the part of

& lover Al her own request; 18 admirable, We
oonsider Love's Masguerade n8 one of the best
and most enlertainiog comedies that has been
given W the English.-speaking stege of lale
years, aud we only wonder toat it is not oftenar
represented, a8 wWe never yet snw an andlence
that did not epjoy it heartily. The burden of
the aoting rests upon the representatives of the
three leading characters, and if these are rea-
sonably competent a satlisiactory performance
1s assured. The bhalf dozen subordinate chiarac
ters serve merely to flll up the scene, and do
not make apy greal demands In the way of
aoting, 80 that it does nol materially damage
the play as & whole ifthoy arenot given Ln first.
rate style.

“Donna Diana"” 1sone of Mrs, Bowers' very
best personsntiouns., Toe part 18 admirably
suited Lo her style of actiog; It calls for the ex-
pression of very verled emollons, and it a Tords
ample opportuplly for the dleplay ol the high-
est order of talent. Mrs. Bowers' perforimance
last evenlng was exceediugly good, and the
many telling points of the comedy were glven
in a siyle that excited the heartiest applause
and ensured o oall before the curiain at the end
of the play. Ino thisand other roles for which
ghe 8 porticularly sdapted. Mra, Bowers
appears Lo much more sdvantuge than in those
which shesometimes attem pts, such a8 *Kilza-
beth,"” “Marle Auntolnetie,” “JaneShors,” and
pome olhers, and o her owa particular line
she Is almost without a rival,

B0 far as we are sware, Moi, Bowers has never
played “Elsie Venner' In this clty. We saw
her some four or flve Years &yo Appear ina
dramatization of Dr, Houmes' curious story, In
another city, and slthough the play itselfl pos-
sessed no remarkable marit, we remeoembar Mrs,
Bowers' conception and acting of the character
a8 belng sinpularly effective.
